COMPANY MEETING 





EBBW VALE STEEL, IRON AND COAL, 





SETTLEMENT WITH THE MINISTRIES OF MINES 
AND MUNITIONS. 

The fifty-fifth ordinary general meeting of the Ebbw Vale 
Steel, Lron, and Coal Company, Ltd., was held on Tuesday 
at Cannon Street Hotel, London, Sir Frederick Mills, Bart, 
(Chairman and Managing Director), presiding over a large 
attendance of shareholders. 

In moving the adoption of the report and accounts the 
chairman said that the tale he had to tell was not so much 
one of industrial operations, but rather of extricating a 
great concern from the difficulties into which the Govern- 
ment on the one hand and labour on the other had precipi- 
tated it during recent years. It was sincerely to be hoped 
that the object lesson thus presented had not been lost upon 
those who had promised more than they had been able to 
perform. The balance sheet displayed a surplus of two and 
a-half millions of assets over liabilities. ‘The board had at 
length reached a settlement with the Ministry of Mines. It 
was far from satisfactory to the company, but they had 
shrunk from testing the company’s rights in the Courts, 
having regard to the enormous expense and the great delay 
and uncertainty which would have resulted from such a 
course. They had also arrived at a settlement with the 
Ministry of Munitions in respect of the great capital expen- 
diture incurred by the company in erecting plant entirely 
at the instance of the Government. 


Having regard to the conditions ruling during the war 
the profit and loss account could not be considered unsatis- 
factory. The loss occasioned by the stoppage of the collieries 
and works, as described in the report, and by the reduction 
in stock prices, amounted to £790,000. The directors had no 
hesitation in recommending the shareholders to provide for 
those very exceptional happenings by the appropriation of 
the share premium account of £321,000, and of the £150,000 
specifically set aside last year for that contingency. The 
directors also recommended the appropriation of £100,900 
from the general reserve in payment of the full preference 
dividend to 3lst March last, and he would like to express 
the regret of the board that for the first time for over 20 
years no dividend on the ordinary shares could be recom- 
mended.

Perhaps the less said ahout the doings in the coal mining 
industry in the spring of last vear tha better. The strike 
or lockout remained a catastrophe from which industry 
would be long in recovering. 

The iron and steel departments had gradually been re- 
started in October and November, 1921. Whilst a loss was 
not unnaturally the result of the actual working, the 
general results were not discouraging, and, taking the com- 
pany’s operations as a whole during the last six months of 
the financial year, a working profit had been made 

Dealing with the new steel process, instituted very largely 
at the instance of the Government, who desired home ores 
to be worked as much as possible during the war, the chair- 
man said that the new pig iron was of excellent quality, 
and the resultant steel was everything that had been hoped 
for, and apparently suitable to the company’s customers. 
The process had been proved metallurgically, and the board 
now proposed to test it commercially. 


As to the trade outlook, there had not been that revival 
of industry in general which would justify him in saying 
that they were out of the wood. Before a general resuscita- 
tion of industry could be expected, there must be peace at 
home and abroad, and lower imperial and local taxation. He 
would also say that he welcomed very much the statement 
of Mr. Clynes in the House when he said that ‘ the work- 
man was just as much a profiteer as any one if he deliber- 
ately refrained from doing a fair day’s work for a fair days 
pay.”’ 

The report was unanimously adopted, and the proceedings 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the chairman, directors, 
and staff.

The Reports, which will be published and pre- 
sented to Parliament, are not to the effect that the 
conditions laid down in Section 2 (1) of the Act are 
fulfilled.

THE IMPORTANCE OF VIENNA. 


In the course of his Report on the Economic Posi- 
tion of the present Austria, Mr. O. S. Phillpotts, 
O.B.E., Commercial Secretary to the British Lega- 
tion, calls attention to the position of Vienna in 
South-Eastern Europe. That part of the former 
Austro-Hungarian Empire which remains Austria 
has an area slightly larger than that of Scotland and 
a population of 63 millions. It is alpine in char- 
acter, and is smaller and less rich in natural 
resources than most of the other Succession States. 
It owes its importance to its central position and 
the fact that it contains Vienna. That city, in spite 
of the troubles which have fallen upon it, is still the 
chief centre of civilisation and culture in South- 
Eastern Europe, and one of the most important 
commercial cities of the world. While Vienna is the 
ereatest potential asset of the country, it is also 
for the time being in many ways a burden and an 
embarrassment, because that considerable part of 
the population of the city which used to gain its 
livelihood, directly or indirectly, from governing 
the Empire and ministering to a wealthy court has 
lost much of its work, and, therefore, of its means 
of subsistence. Even the commercial position of 
Vienna has been seriously threatened; the division 
of such a great and old-established economic unit 
as the former Monarchy with its fifty million in- 
habitants injured all its parts, but has afiected 
Vienna, as the nerve centre of the whole, most of 
all. The break-up of the Monarchy was not a con- 
sequence, as is often said here, but rather a cause 
of the Treaty of St. Germain, and no practicable 
revision of the treaty could do much to change the 
effects of this division. Fortunately for Vienna the 
experience of the last three years has shown that a 
financial and commercial centre for this part of 
Europe is necessary after all, and that no other city 
can take its place. 


During the last twelve months, writes Mr. Phill- 
potts, considerable progress has been made towards 
a normal economic life in Austria. he darkest 
point is the state of the public finances, and of the 
currency, which is going from bad to worse; the 
contrast between this and the improvement in the 
condition of most of the population is still more 
marked than in previous years since the breakdown. 
There has been a considerable increase in industrial 
production. The food, and consequently the health 
of the population, has shown a marked improve- 
ment; 1921 was the first year since the war when 
the births exceeded the deaths, chiefly owing to the 
fall in the death-rate. There was also a large 
increase in foreign trade, and Vienna has made not- 
able further progress in regaining its position as the 
commercial and financial centre-in this part of 
Kurope. ‘The position is still very far from satis- 
factory, as the improvement in the condition of the 
majority of the people is not only a result of in- 
creased production, but it is partly at the expense 
of the capital of a minority, including many of the 
aged, the widows, and orphans. Nevertheless there 
has been an advance on the whole, particularly in 
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the material aspect of the situation as contrasted 
with the political and psychological. There is still 
a gap between production and consumption, but 
they are at least on converging lines. This is the 
more satisfactory in that Austria has been for the 
last 18 months almost entirely dependent on her 
own resources. 


The economic situation in Austria depends not 
only on material factors. It is dominated by the 
variations in the foreign exchange rate of the 
crown, and this in its turn is influenced to a great 
and unhealthy degree by the hopes and fears of the 
population concerning foreign credits, which they 
have come to look to as the only means of salvation 
for the country. 


Tue Vienna BANKS. 


The Vienna banks, which used to do most of the 
financial business of the former Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy, and a good deal of that of the Balkan, 
maintain their leading position in South-Eastern 
Europe, though their influence naturally has suffered 
to some degree from the profound changes in the 
political and economic situation. Tor instance, 
practically all their branches in Czecho-Slovakia, 
and most of those in ‘‘ new Italy ”’ (Trieste, etce.), 
have been taken over by local banks. On the other 
hand, the incorporation of districts of the former 
Monarchy in such less developed countries as Jugo- 
Slavia and Roumania has actually extended the 
area of the influence of Vienna finance in the 
Balkans. The inflation has enormously swollen the 
turnover and nominal profits of the banks; they do 
an immense business in foreign exchanges, and they 
charge up to 20 per cent. and more for loans. It is 
generally supposed therefore that they are very 
prosperous, and new banks are continually formed. 
As a matter of fact this prosperity is for the most 
part only apparent, and relative to the condition of 
ether Austrian undertakings. Most of the banks 
are really worse off than they were even a year ago, 
and the means at their disposal, and the dividends 
earned, if calculated in a stable currency, would be 
inferior to those of much smaller and less important 
banks in Western countries. The banks have to 
suffer from short-sighted legislation and taxation 
which has discouraged deposits, and from excessive 
Government interference which has made great in- 
creases in their staffs and expenses necessary, and 
above all from the general impoverishment of the 
country. A rapid consumption of capital has been 
going on in Austria. This has affected the banking 
business like others, and the effect is all the more 
felt by the banks because it is the custom in Austria, 
as in Germany, for the banks to finance the manu- 
facturing industries as well as the traders.

The conversion of the Anglo-Austrian Bank into a 
British institution under the auspices of the Bank 
of England was finally settled in a contract signed 
in April, 1922, and is the most important 
development in Austrian banking for many years. 
The lack of banking connections between London 
and Vienna was adversely affecting British 
trade with the country. The ‘‘ Anglicisation ”’ 
of the Anglo-Austrian Bank will, it is to be 
expected, do very much to remedy this, and will 
also facilitate British trade, not only with the other 
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neighbouring States, but probably with Germany 
as_ well. “aq the Detennlaliiedien Laender Bank, 
which has been converted into a French institution, 
with its head office in Paris, there is also a large 
British interest, and the Bank of England has 
appointed a number of the directors. British 
capital has been invested, too, in several smaller 
banks, including the British Austrian Bank, origin. 
ally an offshoot of the British-Hungarian Bank. 
Altogether it may be said that British interes 
and influence in Austrian finance will now be on a 
scale corresponding to the dominant position of the 
City of London in the world. 


VIENNA AS A TRADE CENTRE. 


Vienna has made further progress in maintaining 
her pre-eminence in the foreign trade, as in the 
finance, of South-Eastern Europe; the efforts of some 
of the other Succession States to hinder this have, in 
part, been abandoned as, they injured their own 
trade quite as much as they injured Austria. Force 
of habit and old connections, good communications 
and a central position, the attraction of a beautiful 
and pleasure-loving city, a widely known language, 
and the necessity of a commercial centre for this 
much divided part of Europe have all had a share in 
bringing about the predominance of Vienna, and 
have proved more potent than national antipathies 
and even the handicap of the fluctuating exchange. 
The capitals of the other Succession States have not 
even succeeded in centralising their own internal 
trade within their frontiers. The Czech spinners 
and weavers still come to Vienna to do business with 
each other; nor have they liberated themselves from 
the s0-called ‘ ‘domination ’’ of Vienna as regards 
their foreign trade. Vienna remains the largest 
single market on the continent for cotton, as most 
of the heads of the great Austro-Hungarian textile 
firms who lived in Vienna before prefer to live and 
do their business here, even though in some cases 
they have nominally moved their head offices to 
another country in order to avoid double taxation. 
Similarly a great part of the British wool yarns, 
imported by the Czecho-Slovak and Jugo-Slav cioth 
mills, are bought in Vienna. Still less have any of 
the other capitals succeeded in affecting the posi- 
tion of Vienna in that part of the business which 
was intermediary trade even before the war; and as 
in the case of finance, the sphere of operation of 
Vienna traders has actually been increased by the 
extension of the frontiers of other States into the 
territory of the former Monarchy. Thus Austrian 
merchants can make better use of their agents and 
connections in the formerly Austrian cities of Lem- 
berg or Cracow to sell the timber of the former 
Russian districts of Poland to Western countries 
than they could before these cities became Polish. 
Properly regarded, the fact that the vast apparatus 
of Vienna ~ working foreign trade is not to be 
scrapped is a gain to all parties. The Czech autho- 
rities no sta try to prevent Czech merchandise 
being sold abroad through Vienna branches, and 
German exporters are continually starting new 
agencies and connections here. British firms which 
have recently had unpleasant experiences It 
attempting to push their business direct in certain 
Balkan States, might do well to avail themselves of 
the experience and knowledge of special conditions 
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‘in those countries which has been accumulated by 
generations of Vienna merchants and agents. 


AUSTRIAN INDUSTRIES. 


The manufacturing industries of Austria, though 
not quite so highly developed as in Czecho-Slovakia, 
play a very important role in the economic life of 
the country. ‘Their production in most branches 
much exceeds the local requirements, and they are 
therefore largely dependent on export. The resump- 
tion of full working activity after the war was at 
frst slow owing to the lack of coal and credit, but 
conditions have since improved very much. During 
the latter part of 1921 there was a boom in most in- 
dustries working for export, and the lowest amount 
of unemployment registered for years, a great con- 
trast to the conditions in most Western countries. 
This boom, which was by no means wholly bene- 
ficial, began to slacken as soon as the value 
of the crown ceased to fall, and in Decem- 
br, 1921, was followed by a comparative 
sump and an _ increase in unemployment. 
This was a consequence of German competition 
which was particularly severe in the machine and 
leather industries, and was favoured by the aboli- 
tion of the Austrian food subsidies. As the German 
mark was falling in the early months of 1922, just 
when the Austrian crown had become more or less 
stabilised by the prospect of new credits, the 
Germans were able to dump into Austria far below 
the Austrian cost of production, low as this still was 
compared with that in Western countries. In April, 
1922, the mark became more stable, and the crown 
began to sink again, and German competition was 
less severe though still keenly felt. The collapse of 
the Austrian crown at the end of May, 1922, had an 
elect in stimulating exports, and the worst of the 
memployment appears to be already over. As long 
as Germany is in its present abnormal condition, it 
looks as if the neighbouring countries would have 
only the choice between the Scylla of a dumping 
boom on a low exchange, which devours capital, and 
the Charybdis of a slump which swallows up the 
State revenues in the form of unemployment relief.

GERMAN INDUSTRIAL SHARES. 
THE FALLIN GOLD VALUES. 


In the course of an interesting article, dated 3rd 
August, published by the ‘‘ Berliner Tageblatt,’’ it 
was pointed out that quotations of German indus- 
trial shares had in their advances lagged far behind 
the rates of exchange of the mark in terms of the 
American dollar. Examples were given of 23 
German companies whose share capital had not been 
increased since 1914 so that the quotations in marks 
at the end of July, 1922, could be justly compared 
with the corresponding quotations in July, 1914. 
These examples showed that the share values ex- 
pressed in marks in July were not more than 13°4 
times those of the month of July before war broke 
out. ‘* Taking,’’ says the ‘‘ Berliner Tageblatt,’’ 
‘* the dollar rate of 600 as a basis (600 marks to the 
dollar) the pre-war gold mark amounted to 143 
times the value of the present paper mark... 
The pure gold values of these shares, therefore, 
have neither followed the development of gold 
prices nor the inland price movement, but nine- 
tenths of the gold value of the shares has actually 
been lost in the current quotations.’’ It is pointed 
out that a portion of the decline in gold values of 
the shares has been due to reduced profits and still 
more reduced dividends, but that the remainder 
represents a fall due to the scarcity of capital. ‘‘ As 
things stand at present,’’ continues the ‘‘ Berliner 
Tageblatt,’’ “‘ Germany runs the risk of having her 
entire shares systematically bought up by foreign 
speculators. For foreigners with appreciated cur- 
renecy German shares only cost one-tenth of their 
pre-war value. Should the prevailing conditions on 
the German money market continue, the danger 
exists that the German nation will lose, sooner or 
later to a greater or lesser extent, the right of dis- 
posal over its own means of production. ... There 
is no advantage in a sale of shares, at essentially 
beggarly prices, into the hands of financially 
stronger foreign speculators, the relative paltry 
profits going merely through the reparation sieve 
without reducing Germany’s liabilities in the 
slightest degree.’’ The total value of the shares of 
all German companies at the July rate of exchange 
is given at three to four milliard gold marks, as 
against 30 milliard marks before the war.

The weekly cable received from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence, Calcutta, dated 28th August, is as 
under : — 

SEASON, 


21st Augtst.—General rain in Gangetic Plain and Central 
parts of India. Monsoon extended to North-West Frontier 
Provinces. 22nd August.—Monsoon weakened in Peninsula 
and North-Kast India. 23rd August.—Very weak outside. 
North-West India. 24th August.—Strengthened in 
Gangetic Plain, but weakened in North-West India. 25th 
August.—Very active in Burma, Gangetic Plain, and 
Punjab Hills. 26th August.—Vigorous in Burma, Upper 
India, and Southern half of Peninsula. 27th August.— 
Active in Burma Coast and Bengal and extended to 
Hyderabad. 


CONDITION OF CROPs. 


24th August.—In Bombay the general agricultural situa- 
tion is still satisfactory, except in three areas in Upper 
Gujerat, where rice is suffering seriously owing to lack of 
rain. In East Bombay, Deccan and Karnatak agricultural 
situation is serious with regard to Kharif crops and in 
many parts of Sholapur cotton has not been planted. In 
West Kathiawar rainfall is very deficient and all crops will 
be poor. In Sind crops are expected to be good and inun- 
dations are rapidly declining and in tracts depending upon 
rain crops are very poor. In United Provinces sugar cane 
good, cotton poor, rice normal to good, and Kharif crops 
damaged by excessive rains in Lucknow and Benares Dis- 
tricts. In other Provinces crop prospects are unchanged.

TWENTY YEARS’ COMMERCIAL GROWTH. 

A comparison of Canada’s foreign trade in 1902 with that 
of the year ending 3lst March, 1922, affords an enlighten- 
ing picture, not only of the measure, but also of the direc- 
tion of commercial and industrial progress, states ‘‘ Natural 
Resources ’’? (published by the Department of the Interior, 
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Ottawa). The year 1902 offers a fair and convenient start- 
ing point since Canada was then just entering a period 
during which the area of industrial activity was greatly 
widened. The figures for the year ending March, 1922, 
constitute on the whole the best although by no means an 
ideal basis for comparison. They require a heavy discount 
to offset the steady rise in prices since the opening of the 
century, but they are, on the other hand, relatively free 
from the extraordinary inflation which characterised the 
war period and immediately succeeding years. Moreover, 
i922 was a year of very pronounced business depression, 
and the statistics for that year have the added advantage 
ot tending to minimise, rather than to exaggerate, the 
actual growth achieved since 1902. They are particularly 
valuable because they expose in bold relief those natural 
resources which have stood up best and contributed most to 
the commercial strength of the Dominion under the severe 
test of hard-time conditions. 

The following tables reflect very clearly the effect of in- 
creased exploitation of natural resources upon Canada’s 
standing in the field of world commerce : —

Canada’s total foreign trade increased between three and 
four-fold in value, if not in actual volume, and even after 
applying a substantial discount to compensate for the up- 
ward trend of prices, it is still evident that the real volume 
of trade practically doubled in the twenty-year period. 

The source of this increase is perhaps more important 
than its extent. It is to be noted that vegetable products 
and wood and paper stand out as being responsible for the 
greater portion of export growth. Twenty years ago 
Canada’s exports of vegetable products exceeded the im- 
ports by approximately 2 million dols., whereas last year 
the value of exports of this class surpassed the imports by 
over 144 million dols. This remarkable increase is rivalled 
by the growth of trade in commodities classed as wood and 
paper. In this instance the surplus of exports over im- 
ports has grown somewhat less rapidly but has nevertheless 
expanded by more than 100 million dols. It is apparent 
that the opening of Western Canada and the development of 
the pulpwood areas of Eastern Canada, as reflected respec- 
tively in the growing exports of vegetables and wood and 
paper products, have been the two factors overwhelmingly 
instrumental in carrying Canada industrially and commer- 
cially afar beyond the status of two decades ago. 

The tables shown above may not be wholly trustworthy 
as an index to the relative importance of the various 
developed resources of the Dominion. For instance, the 
trade in commodities, classed as non-ferrous metals, has 
recently encountered a period of exceptional depression, 
and, for only the second time in many years, Canada’s ex- 
ports ef this class in 1922 were less than the imports. But, 
on the whole, the trade statistics, as shown above, afford a 
valuable guide to the main features of Canada’s material 
progress during the past twenty years. 
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EXPORT AND CULTIVATION OF COCOA. 

The exports of coeoa in 1921 were the highest on record 
and amounted to 75,238,566 Ib., nearly 13,000,000 Jb, over 
1920, and 5,000,000 lb. over the previous record of 1917, 
states the Report of the Department of Agriculture for tha 
year ended 3lst December, 1921. The export value, hoy. 
ever,. was little more than half that of 1920, the figures 
being approximately £1,400,000, as compared with 
£3,200,000. 


DAMAGE TO CROPS. 


Pod-rot was prevalent, due to the wet season, but the 
same cause resulted in thrips attacks being less severe than 
usual. <A special campaign against the cocoa beetle was 
waged in the Moruga district. Damage is principally dong 
by this pest on neglected small holdings. 


EXPERIMENTAL WorkK. 


The large scale experiments were continued at River 
Estate, the principal being:—Shade and _ non-shade plots, 
21 acres; planting distances, 7 acres: colour of pod, 2 
acres; cultivated methods, 8 acres; replacement of poor 
bearers, 16 acres; budded, grafted, and seedling plots, 6 
acres.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JULY. 
(From H.M. Ambassador.) 
Parts, 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first seven 
months of 1922 show that the value of imports amounted to 
12,667 million franes, as against 12,079 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1921, an increase of 588 million 
frs., and that of exports to 10,801 million frs., as against 
11,558 million frs., a decrease of 751 million frs. The value 
of imports of raw materials shows an increase of about 
1,227 million frs., and that of exports of manufactured 
articles a decrease of 347 million frs. [t will be remembered 
that the values of imports and exports are determined by 
different methods of calculation {see the ‘‘ Journal” of 
srd August, pages 129-130). | 

A comparison of weights shows an increase in both in- 
ports and exports, as compared with the first seven months 
of 1921, the former amounting to 28,667,000 tons, as 
against 19,952,000 tons, and the latter to 11,713,000 tons, as 
against 9,265,000 tons. Imports of raw materials show an 
increase of close on & million tons, whereas exports of mant- 
factured articles mark an increase of only 106,000 tons. 

CoMPARISON WITH PRE-Wir TRADE. 

The weight of imports in the first seven months of 1922 
was higher by more than 3 million tons than in the same 
period of 1913, and their value was greater by 7,757 million 
irs. Exports also were larger by 161,000 tons in weight 
and 6,891 million frs. in value. The great increase 1n value, 
as the ‘“‘ Temps’ remarks, no doubt reflects the deprecta- 
tion of the franc, but the increase in volume indicates that 
the activity of Franch trade is now nat far from what It 
was before the war.

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MeraL AND Metrat-Wor«kING INDUSTRIES. 


The position of the iron industry is good on the whole, 
but the iron foundries have difficulty in obtaining supplies 
of coal and raw material, stocks accumulated during the 
recent strike having since been exhausted. The machine 
factories are labouring under similar difficulties, although 
sales are for the present good, foreign countries being 
anxious to take advantage of the low exchange in order to 
purchase cheaply. The metal and metal-working industries 
are also suffering from a shortage of coal and raw materials ; 
German supplies have not been available in sufficient quan- 
tity, and the finer kinds of tinplate have had to be imported 
from Great Britain. 

Toys AND CYCLES. 

The toy industry continues to flourish. Cycles and cycle 
accessories continue to find a ready sale, but some anxiety 
is felt as to the immediate future. 


CHEMICAL AND ALLIED TRADES. 

The prospects of the chemical industry are brighter; 
fertilisers are always in general demand, explosives are re- 
quired by foreign countries, and soap manufacturers, who 
have hitherto been fully occupied with home orders, are now 
turning their attention to export trade. The lacquer and 
colour industries are doing well. 

PORCELAIN, GLASS, AND FARTHENWARE. 

The porcelain industry is suffering from the shortage of 
cal. There is not enough German coal, British coal is too 
dear, and recourse has been had to Czech coal, but deli- 
veries are irregular. Sales, however, continue good. The 
glass and mirror industries are also feeling the lack of coal, 
but sales, in spite of increased costs, are steady and 
assured for the next few months. The steatite industry 
continues to flourish, and the same may be said of the chalk, 
cement, and tile industries. 

TEXTILES AND Footwear. 

The textile and clothing industries are feeling the effects 
of the increase in price of raw materials and of fluctuating 
prices. Boot and shoe manufacturers were well supplied 
with orders during July, and prices were expected to rise 
owing to recent increase In wages. 

MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 

In the paper and paper-working industries the shortage of 
raw material is making itself felt, but envelope makers still 
have plenty of orders in hand. The furniture, brush, pencil 
and wicker work industries are prosperous. Brewers and 
maltsters are also doing well, in spite of a recent increase in 
wages. Makers of cakes and similar foodstuffs continue 
busy, and are beginning to recover their markets abroad. 

In general, however, the opinion is that the situation is 
far from encouraging in spite of outward sigus of 
prosperity. 





GREECE. 
INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN 1921. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens, 
In his recent Report on the Industrial and Economic Situa- 
tion in Greece, states that the chemical industries are 
making good progress. There are now four factories with 
up-to-date plants engaged in the manufacture of glass and 
pottery. Chemical manures are made in one large factory, 
and at the saine factory sulphuric acid is manufactured from 
local pyrites. The manufacture of fertilisers is steadily in- 
freasing, and is contributing to the development of agri- 
culture. There is also one factory for the manufacture of 
aniline dyes. Soap and sulphur oil are old-established 
industries for which the raw material is abundant. Turpen- 
Une oil and colophon are distilled from the local pine resin. 





LEATHER MANUFACTURE. 

This is one of the oldest industries in the country. It 
Consists chiefly in the production of raw hides, but during 
recent vears a start has been made with dressed hides. Boot 
aking is beginning to assume an industrial character, and 
during the last few years three factories have been opened 
in Athens. ; 

IENGINEERING PROGRESS. 
_ According to official information the number of engineer- 
yo works and workshops is 132, and there are nine foun- 
dries and three shipbuilding yards. They are principally 
“ngaged Ih repairing machinery and spare parts, and in the 
manutacture of machinery on a small scale. They have, how- 
sver, during the last few vears turned out pumps, presses, 
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agricultural machinery, and other articles. The annual 
value of the products of the engineering industry in Greece, 
together with repair shops, is estimated at 28,000,000 drs. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRIES. 


These industries are well supplied with raw materials, 
which are produced m the country. There are two cement 
factories and some 80 lime kilns, sun-dried brickworks, tile 
works, slate factories, and makers of asbestos com- 
pound for flooring. The development of the cement indus- 
try during the last few years has been steadily increasing 
and Greek cement is now well known in the interior of the 
country, and is also exported, the exports for the five 
months, January to May, 1921, amounting to 1,300,381 
kilogs. 

PaPER MANUFACTURE. 

There are six paper factories in Greece, which are prin- 
cipally engaged in making cardboard. Packing paper is also 
produced on a small scale. 

Woop MANUFACTURES. 


The greater proportion of the raw material tur this in- 
dustry is imported. The average production of Greek 
forests in the last few years has been about 35,000 cubic 
metres per year, which is insufficient for local needs and 
buildings. 

CIGARETTE-MAKING. 

This industry has increased rapidly of late years—there 
are now over 100 cigarette-making machines in the country, 
which produce from 100,000 to 150,000 cigarettes annually. 
The yearly production of tobacco is from 25 million to 30 
million kilogs., of which about 5 million kilogs. are used 
locally and the remainder is exported. 

OTHER INDUSTRIES. 

There are five breweries in Greece with an annual output 
of 15,000,000 kilogs. One of these has also a plant for the 
manufacture of malt. 

Hat-making, which is quite a new development, now has 
three factories established, employing 400 workpeople.

FRENCH INDO-CHINA, 


IMPORT AND EXPORT TRADE IN 
(From the Acting British Consul-General.) 

SAIGON. 

The trade statistics for 1920, only recently published, 
show that imports in that year amounted in value to 
848,130,504 francs, as compared with 532,030,936 francs in 
1919. The principal commodities imported were cotton 
tissues, cottons, and cotton thread, gold leaf, silk, jute, 
automobiles, hardware, iron and steel, raw opium, petrol 
and. oils, wines, porcelain, and machinery. The following 
table shows the value of these imports together with the 
comparative figures for 1919:—

CHIEF Sources OF IMPORTS. 

Imports from France and the French Colonies were valued 
at 237,831,517 frances, as compared with 91,498,184 francs in 
1919, the commodities imported including cotton, auto- 
mobiles, metal manufactures, wines, machinery, and copper. 

Imports from the United Kingdom amounted in value to 
44,252,000 francs, against 21,858,000 franes im 1919, the 
principal commodities imported consisting of cotton goods, 
iron and steel, metal goods, and machinery. 


Exports: VALUES AND PRINCIPAL DESTINATIONS. 
The export trade in 1920 was valued at 982,072,654 francs, 


compared with 346,271,508 francs in 1919. Exports to 
France and the French Colonies amounted to 169,514,619 
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francs, against 152,895,343 francs in 1919. Of the exports to 
France, zinc, broken rice, raw cotton, tobacco, and cigar- 
ettes showed increases of 13, 7, 5, and 4 million francs re- 
spectively, whilst decreases of 8 million francs each were re- 
corded in the exports of white rice and pepper. There was an 
increase of between 5 and 6 million francs in the value of 
exports to the French Colonies. Shipments to the United 
Kingdom amounted to only 848,500 francs, against 342,160 
francs in 1919. 

The exports of rice in 1920 amounted to 1,188,628 tons, 
valued at 680,000,000 francs, or 221,662 tons more than in 
the previous year. Exports of copra amounted to 3,026 
tons, as compared with 830 tons in 1919. 

The artificial Portland cement of Haiphong, in Tonkin, 
which in 1920 amounted to 72,605 tons, against 60,567 tons 
and 54,951 tons respectively in 1919 and 1918, finds an 
extensive market in neighbouring Far Eastern countries, 
which explains the continued increase in the quantities ex- 
ported. In 1920 China took 24,365 tons; Singapore 19,107 
tons; Hong Kong 10,810 tons; Philippines 8,036 tons; Siam 
‘6,106 tons; Netherland East Indies 4,206 tons; and Reunion 
‘65 tons, 

The export of Tonkinese coal, which had fallen off in pre- 
vious years through lack of freight, showed a marked im- 
provement in 1920, 572,485 tons being exported in that 
year, which was an increase of 121,486 tons over 1915, the 
previous best year. The coal was chiefly shipped to Hong 
Kong (182,000 tons), Japan (178,000 tons), and China 
(166,000 tons). 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
STEADY BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The normal mid-summer slackening in business has been 
less noticeable than usual despite the fact that the railroad 
and coal strikes have continued to exert an adverse effect, 
states the National Bank of Commerce in New York. 

Evidence of the steadiness with which all classes of goods 
have been moving is the fact that carloadings for the month 
of July, exclusive of coal, were one-fourth greater than 
such loadings for July, 1921, and lacked very little of reach- 
ing the total for August, 1920, the highest recorded month 
for United States railroads. 

Equally convincing evidence of the remarkable mainten- 
ance of business activity is the total of debits to individual 
accounts as reported by member banks to the Federal 
Reserve Board, which were 13 per cent. higher for the week 
ending 9th August than for the corresponding week in 
1921. 








PROSPECTIVE RaILRoaDd CONGESTION. 

On the basis of freight movement thus far in 1922 an un- 
precedented strain on the capacity of the railroads seems 
certain in the autumn as a result of the expected expansion 
of business, the delayed movement of coal, and the market- 
ing of large crops. The roads have ordered more than 
100,000 cars during the year, and have steadily improved 
their facilities in other ways, but it is, nevertheless, difficult 
to see how serious traffic congestion can be avoided. 

AvuTUMN TRADE OUTLOOK. 

Wholesale trade in most lines is satisfactory. It is 
apparent that retailers are continuing their policy of con- 
servative orders, but reports from all parts of the country 
indicate that a good autumn business is expected. The 
most recent crop reports, together with the fact that 
aside from men out on strike, there are now fewer unem- 
ployed workers in the United States than at any time 
since the beginning of the business recession of 1920, amply 
justify this expectation. 

The iron and steel industry is being increasingly affected 
by the difficulties arising from the coal and railroad strikes, 
but, apart from the effects of the labour situation, the out- 
look for the industry on the basis of unfilled orders and 
other evidences of demand is for stable business to the close 
of the year. 

While no marked changes have occurred in conditions in 
the various divisions of the textile industry, there has been 
a gradual recovery in New England from strike conditions. 
A slightly improved demand for broad silks is in evidence. 
Operations in the boot and shoe industry and other sections 
of leather manufactures are expanding. The automobile 
and tyre industries have not as yet shown as much seasonal 
curtailment as was expected. The machine tool industry 
is about holding even and a steady although restricted dis- 
tribution of agricultural implements continues. Demand is 
fair and a reasonable activity prevails in many special 
lines, such as electrical apparatus, household utilities, and 
furniture.

FLOATING DOCK FOR NANTES. 
(From H.M, Consul.) 





NANTES. 

A floating dock, delivered by Germany as one of the items 
of compensation for the scuttling of the German fleet at 
Scapa Flow, and allocated to Nantes, is shortly to be placed 
at the disposal of the Nantes Chamber of Commerce. 

The dock, which has been careened at Cherbourg, is iden- 
tical with the one recently installed at Rouen, and will be 
a valuable addition to the equipment of the port (pending 
the construction of a dry-dock on the Island of Chevire, 
which is to be begun in the spring). 

It will be able to accommodate ships of 6,000 to 7,000 
tons, and will eventually be stationed slightly below the 
Roche-Maurice Quay, where a jetty of reinforced concrete 
is to be constructed in accordance with plans drawn up by 
the port officers. It is hoped that the floating dock will be 
available for use early next year. 


JAPAN (KOREA). 


HARBOUR WORKS AT GENSAN. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 








SEOUL. 

The harbour works at Gensan, the extension of which has 
been in progress for some years past, are now practically 
complete, all that remains to be done being certain minor 
works of improvement connected with the shore accom- 
modation. Following is a brief description and history of 
the principal works : — 

First period.—Operations were commenced in 1906, when 
asum of 490,000 yen was set aside for the provision of a 
Customs house, etc. An area of 6,500 tsubo (26,000 square 
vards) was reclaimed. A stone landing stage, 661 yards in 
length, has been constructed round the larger of the two 
areas reclaimed, while the smaller is surrounded by a quay 
wall 300 yards in length. A water area of about 216,000 
square yards in front of these works is protected by a break- 
water 620 yards in length. A Customs house and residences, 
warehouses, etc., were built on the reclaimed land, and the 
work was completed in 1910. 

Second period.—The existing accommodation being in- 
sufficient to cope with the growing trade of the port, fur- 
ther plans for providing land and sea connection were 
made in 1915, a sum of 1,560,000 yen being devoted to this 
purpose. Three years later an additional sum of 183,000 
yen was voted for the improvement of accommodation on 
shore and for work in connection with the diversion of the 
‘ver which flows into the bay, while an additional sum of 
850,000 yen was included in the estimates for the current 
tnancial year as the funds allocated had proved inadequate 
i view of the increased cost of the work. The total sum 
spent on the harbour works will therefore amount to 
3493,000 yen, and tle whole will, it is expected, be com- 
pleted by 1924. 

_{Note.—The port of Gensan was opened to foreign trade 
in the year 1880. Trade has developed very considerably 
‘ince the opening of the Seoul-Gensan line in 1914, and the 
port is now one of the leading ports of call on the east coast 
of Korea. The value of the trade in 1919 was 20,470,000 
yen, while the quantity of goods handled amounted to 

8,000 tons. Since then the trade has declined as a result 

ol the general busine-s depression.

ITALY. 


WORKING OF STATE RAILWAYS IN 
1920-21. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 


Rome. 

During the financial year 1920-21 the receipts of the 
Italian State Railways amounted to 3,021 million lire, and 
the expenditure to 4,066 million lire, leaving a deficit of 
1,045 million lire, due chiefly to increased wages, which rose 
from 1,270 million to 2,009 million lire, The average 
yearly wage increased from 6,498 lire to 9,553 lire, and from 
216 to 220 thousand new hands were engaged, almost exclu- 
sively in the lower ranks, since the upper grades main- 
tained their percentage on the whole unaltered, namely, at 
0-69 per cent. The numbers employed increased during the 
year from 13°74 per kilometre of railway operated to 14°66. 

This increase in staff was stated to be due largely to legis- 
lation providing for the employment of ex-soldiers, and to 
the engagement of wounded soldiers. The eight-hour day 
was also adopted, but owing to lack of time for preparation, 
was applied in such a way that the effectual time worked 
was only seven or six hours, or even less. 

No improvement in the financial situation can be looked 
for by a further increase of the rates. These, during the 
year under review, were increased between 160 per cent. and 
230 per cent. in the case of passengers, and between 180 per 
cent. to 200 per cent. for goods. The total amount of goods 
carried fell to 38,806,714 tons, or 2°32 per cent. less than the 
amount carried in the previous year. There was also a de- 
cline in the average length of transport from 246 kilometres 
to 222 kilometres. 

The length of line worked by electric traction was in- 
creased by 67 kilometres. 

The average percentage of rolling stock under repair in- 
creased—-locomotives from 27:6 to 30, baggage vans from 
34:7 to 351, and goods wagons from 16:2 to 17. The per- 
centage of passenger coaches under repair decreased from 
39°6 to 38°6. 

The necessity of using chiefly German coal continued to 
cause considerable difficulty. ‘The expenditure on coal in- 
creased from 977 million lire to 1,128 million lire, and the 
average price per ton rose from 397 lire to 417 lire. The 
amount of coal burnt per kilometre increased from 20°16 
kilogs. to 21°06 kilogs., owing to the poor quality of the 
coal and the lack of economy in its employment. The 
punctuality of the trains improved during certain periods 
of the year, but on the whole was unsatisfactory. 





POLAND. 
REVISION OF FREIGHT CLASSIFICATION. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
has forwarded to the Department of Overseas Trade a 
translation of a complete revision of the rate classification 
of the Polish Railway Tariffs which was published in the 
Polish ‘‘ Journal of Laws,’’ No. 48. Freights are now 
charged for consignments :—(a) Of less than 7,500 kilogs. ; 
(b) of from 7,500 to 15,000 kilogs.; and (c) of above 15,000 
kilogs.

POLAND. 





THE GALICIAN PETROLEUM INDUSTRY. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 


Warsaw, 

fhe principal oil fields in Galicia are colloquially know, 
as the western, the central, and the eastern oil fields the 
two latter fields being situated in Eastern Galicia. “The 
central oil field, which comprises 'Tustanowice, Boryslaw 
and Mraznica, is the best known and forms the centre of 
the petroleum industry. Its production amounts to about 
seven-eighths of the total output in Galicia. This field 
is, however, becoming exhausted through watering, and 
the production of the existing wells is steadily decreasing 
whilst the wells in process of drilling appear to be insuffi. 
cient to replace those which have had to be abandoned 
even if they prove to be oil producing. There are about 600 
oil producing wells in this district out of a total number of 
2,000 which have been sunk. 

In the western and eastern fields there is considerable 
drilling activity prevailing and the resuits which have been 
obtained so tar are, on the whole, satisfactory. These oil 
fields have been favourably reported upon, and it is con- 
sidered that their production may in the future make up 
for the decreasing production in the central oil field. 


INCREASED PRropvUCcTION. 


The production of crude oil in Galicia can only be main- 
tained by increasing the number of well drillings in the 
known fields and in other districts where there are indica- 
tions of the presence of oil. Oil has been located in 420 
different localities and over 170 fields have been proved. 
The Galician belt which begins at Cracow and ends at 
the Roumanian (Bukovina) frontier is 400 kilometres long 
and on the average 50 kilometres wide. It is, therefore, 
possible that there exist on this very considerable area of 
20,000 square kilometres oil fields which are not yet known 
and which may in the future prove to be as geod as those 
which have already been opened up. 


Cost oF PRODUCTION. 


The capital which is required for the drilling of the wells 
is considerable, and is steadily increasing owing to the 
high wages and the all-round augmentation of prices. In 
the central fields where wells have to be carried down to 
between 1,400 and 1,800 metres or more the cost is about 
800 million Polish marks, or, at the present rate of ex- 
change, about £20,000. In the western and eastern fields 
where the depth of the wells does not exceed 800 metres to 
1,200 metres the cost of the drilling is about £8,000. It 
must also be borne in mind that in the central field, owing 
to the depth of the wells where the oil is obtained by means 
of the ‘‘swab,’’ the cost of production is considerably 
higher than in the other two fields where the oil is pumped. 
The existence of the petroleum industry in Galicia depends, 
therefore, on the possibility of raising the necessary capital 
for the drillings, and as Polish capital is insufficient to deal 
with a problem of such a magnitude the future of this I 
dustry is dependent on the possibility of other countries 
showing sufficient interest in this industry to make the 
necessary investments. 

The geographical position in the fields from a prospecting 
and commercial point of view is satisfactory. The district 
is surrounded by industrial countries requiring large qual 
tities of petroleum and its products. There is a network 
ot railways connecting the district with these countries and 
no difficulty is experienced in disposing of cither crude oil 
or refined products; the latter, owing to the establishment 
of a large number of refineries in Drohobyez where the 
crude oil is transported by means of a system of pipe ines. 
It is understood, however, that at the present time trans- 
port is difficult and costly, but no doubt conditions in these 
respects will gradually improve. 


ROYALTIES AND LEVIES. 


Royalties are very heavy; in most cases they amount t0 
from 20 per cent. to 21 per cent., that is to say, 20 pet 
cent. to 21 per cent. of the crude oil obtained belongs to 
the owner of the land and the Government has the pr 
ferential purchasing right of that quantity. Lately, how- 
ever, in addition to this royalty, a levy amounting also 10

90 per cent. of the balance is levied so that the total royalty 
represents about 36 per cent. of the value of the oil. 


Business METHODS. 


The business methods prevailing in the Galician oi] fields 
are somewhat difficult, and it is, therefore, essential that 
all business, whether it be the leasing of oil bearing lands 
or the sale of British goods, should be transacted only 
through the intermediary of reliable persons, preferably 
British, with a good knowledge of the district and business 
methods. The appointment of reliable agents is very essen- 
tial. 

Market For Brittsu Goons. 


From the point of view of a market for British goods the 
Galician oil fields should present a good opening provided 
British merchants are willing to investigate this market 
eosely in order to adapt themselves to the requirements 
and methods of business obtaining in the district, and, last 
but not least, on the condition that the prices ot British 
made goods are not higher than those quoted by Austrian, 
Czecho-Slovakian, and German houses. Owing to the de- 
preciation of the Polish currency and its limited purchasing 
power abroad there exists in this district as everywhere 
else in Poland a tendency to replace foreign goods by local 
manufacturers, but this is possible only to a limited extent 
and a large number of articles are still and will be for a 
number of years imported from abroad. Before and during 
the war this market was monopolised by the Austrian, 
Bohemian (now Czecho-Slovakian), and German industries. 
Owing to the embargo on exports of goods from Germany to 
Poland there are immense difficulties in obtaining German 
goods which have remained popular and are in great 
demand. 

The more important articles for which there is a demand 
in the Galician oil industry are wrought iron and steel 
goods, casing, drilling rods, rope (steel and manilla) belt- 
ing (made from camel hair), boilers, horizontal steam 
engines, pumps, fans, and compressors.

CANADA. 





CURRENCY CERTIFICATES ON INVOICES. 

In connection with the requirement of the Canadian 
Customs authorities that there shall be attached to invoices 
of goods imported into the Dominion from countries with 
appreciated or depreciated currencies, a certificate of a 
Consul or Canadian Trade Commissioner resident in such 
countries or a certificate of a bank, showing the extent of 
such appreciation or depreciation, or the true value of the 
currency in which the invoice is made out as compared with 
the standard dollar of Canada, the Board of Trade are in- 
formed by the High Commissioner for Canada that he has 
received a cable from the Department of Customs and 
Excise at Ottawa to the effect that British exporters’ de- 
clarations on invoices of home consumption value of goods 
in standard currency does not require confirmation by a 
bank or Trade Commissioner. Under amended regulations 
which are being issued, currency certificates by a bank or 
Trade Commissioner will only be required in respect of 
countries whose currencies are considered by the Depart- 
ment to have become substantially depreciated and this is 
not applicable to Great Britain. 





EXPORTERS: 
CERTIFICATE 
FORMS. 

Memorandum No. 11 Revised, issued by the Canadian 
Department of Customs and Excise on 28th July, 1922, 
notifies an amendment of the text of the Certificate of 
Value on invoices of goods imported into Canada. 

The Memorandum states that under an Order-in-Counail, 
dated 24th July, 1922, the certificates and declarations 
(Forms M. and N. respectively) required to be used in con- 
nection with the importation of goods into the Dominion 
under the General Tariff are amended by deleting the 
following Clause (added by the Order-in-Council of 23rd 
July, 1921), relating to ‘‘ fair market value,” viz.:— 


NOTICE TO 
OF VALUE 


AMENDMENT 
ON INVOICE 


“And that such fair market value is not lower than the 
wholesale price of the said goods at the said time and place; 
and that in the case of new or unused goods, such fair 
market value is not less than the actual cost of production 
of similar goods at said time and place, plus a reasonable 
profit thereon ’’; and by adding the following paragraph: 

‘¢ That each article on this invoice is bona fide the pro- 
duce or manufacture of the country specified on the in- 
voice in the column provided for that purpose.” 

The Memorandum states that Customs Collectors are 
authorised to accept entries certified on the forms at pre- 
sent in use up to Ist October next, after which date the 
certificates amended in the manner indicated above will be 
required. 





INSPECTION OF CANNED FISH AND 
SHELLFISH. 

The ‘‘ Canada Gazette’ of 5th August publishes an 
Order-in-Council, dated 24th July, issued under the Meat 
and Canned Foods Act, which contains Regulations govern- 
ing the inspection of canned fish and _ shellfish in the 
Dominion. . 

The Regulations provide, inter alia, that Collectors of 
Customs shall not clear any importation of fish or shellfish 
preserved for food in cans or such like hermetically sealed 
containers unless such shipment is accompanied by affidavit 
in the following form taken before a Justice of the Peace 
or other person duly authorised in the country of origin to 
attest such declarations : —

A Notice issued by the New Zealand Minister of Mines 
on 20th May stated that a bonus of 4d. per pound would be 
paid on the production of the first 100,006 pounds weight of 
good marketable retorted quicksilver, free from all impuri- 
ties, from any mine in the Dominion, on condition that at 
least 34,875 lb. were produced on or before 31st May, 1922, 
and that the remaining 65,125 lb. would be produced betore 
3lst March, 1923. 








REVISED STANDARD FOR IMPORTED 
SPIRITS. 

The High Commissioner for New Zealand notifies that the 
Law relative to the minimum strength at which brandy, 
whisky, rum, and gin may be imported into, and sold 
the Dominion has been amended recently and that the effect 
of the amendment is to permit the importation of such 
spirits provided that their strengh is not less than 35 
degrees under proof. 

[It should be noted that this does not affect the provision 
laid down in the Customs Tariff that these spirits when of 
less strength than 16-5 degrees under proof are, tor duty 
purposes, deemed to have a strength of 16°5 degrees under 
proof. |

TERMINATION OF CUSTOMS RECIPROCITY 
TREATY.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN ARTICLES 
AMENDED. 

The Austrian ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of 29th July con- 
tains a Law, dated 24th July, and effective as from 30th 
July, which amends the ‘‘ Finanzzolltarif ’’? Law of 15th 
July, 1921 (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’ for 11th 
August, 1921, pages 161-162). The statement printed below 
shows the new import duties on certain articles resulting 
from Article 1 of the present Law. 

Article 2 of the present Law provides that the duties 
ot the ‘‘ Finanzzolltarif ’’ (i.e., the duties fixed by the Law 
of 15th July, 1921, as amended by the present Law) are to 
he paid at the full gold parity. Hitherto duties on these 
goods were payable, so far as they were not included in the 
list of goods on which Customs duties are payable in gold,* 
in paper money at 1,000 times the nominal rates. The 
general effect of the present measure is to increase the 
actual amount payable as Customs duty in respect of all 
the articles covered by the two Laws quoted. There are,

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

In virtue of an Order of 16th August, published in the 
‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ for 19th August, the Austrian 
Customs import duties on all goods which are not subject 
to payment of duties at the full gold parity,* are leviable 
at 5,000 times the nominal Tariff rates, instead of 1,000 
times as formerly.

BELGIUM. 


MODIFICATION IN PROVISIONS RELATING 
TO SALES TAX, ETC. 

A Belgian Law of 16th July, published in the ‘‘ Moniteul 
Belge ’ for 2lst and 22nd August modifies certain provl- 
sions of the Law of 28th August, 1921, which provided for 
new measures of taxation in Belgium (see pages 380-1 of 
this ‘‘ Journal ”’ for 13th October “last). 

Under the present Law the stamp tax of 5 francs per 
cent. imposed by Article 38 of the Law of 28th August, 
1921, in respect of the retail sale of certain articles (sport- 
ing arms and ammunition, motor cars, motor cycles, moto! 
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boats and launches, yachts, and accessories therefor, jewel- 
lery, furs, and perfumes) becomes applicable in respect of 
retail purchases of the articles in question made abroad 
with a view to their importation into Belgium. 

In connection with the sales tax (taxe de transmission) of 
1 per cent. ad valorem established by Part II. of the Law 
of 28th August, 1921, the present Law provides that all 
sendings of goods by a concern situated in a foreign country 
to an agent or consignee in Belgium and of goods supplied 
by a foreign business ‘house to branches in Belgium are to be 
regarded as ‘‘ sales ’’ for the purpose of the tax. 





DENMARK. 

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN LUXURY 
GOODS; ASSESSMENT OF AD VALOREM 
DUTIES. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of a Danish 
Customs Circular containing the text of a Law (No. 208) of 
3lst May which replaces the Law of 25th November, 1921, 
providing for increased duties on various Juxury goods im- 
ported into Denmark. ‘The subjoined schedule shows the 
rates of duty imposed under the present Law, which came 
into force on Ist June, and is to remain effective until 31st 
May, 1923. For the most part, the duties prescribed by 
the Law are the same as those enforced by the Law of 
November, 1921, which went out of force on 31st May last. 
The Law also contains new Regulations concerning the 
fixing of the value of goods subject to ad valorem rates of 
duty, and certain other provisions, of which particulars are

ASSESSMENT OF Ad Valorem DvurtTIEs. 


Articles 7 to 12 of the Law lay down the following new 
Regulations for the assessment and levy of ad valorem 
duties. These Articles take the place of Article 8 of the 
Danish Customs Tariff Law of 5th May, 1908 :— 


Article 7.—(1) The value of goods, for the purpose of assessing 
Customs duty, is the wholesale export price of the goods at the 
time when, and at the place where, they are purchased, plus 
the cost of the outer and inner packing, as well as all expenses 
for forwarding, insurance, etc., incurred up to the time of 
arrival at the place where they are to be cleared. Expenses in- 
curred and charged separately after the goods are unloaded at 
the first Danish port (or frontier station) are not included in 
the value. 

(2) In assessing the value for calculating the duty on gocds 
sold (bought) for delivery, the price must be taken which was 
being quoted at the time of purchase in the foreign town where 
the goods were purchased for goods for delivery at the time 
stipulated. If the goods are not going to be sold in Denmark 
ultimately, the value for Customs purposes is the wholesale 
export price at the place and time of dispatch; this rule applies 
also to goods which are imported for branches, agents, or com- 
mission agents of firms or manufacturers abroad. To this value 
must be added the charges for packing, etc., mentioned in (1). 

(3) Conversion of foreign into Danish currency is made at the 
sight rates for the day on which the goods are purchased. If 
that date cannot be given and verified the Customs officer shall 
take the rate for the invoice date, or the previous quotation if 
no rate was quoted for that date. If none of these dates can 
be ascertained the Customs officer may take the rate for the day 
on which the goods are cleared. 

(4) If the value of articles used for packing or preserving 
goods subject to ad valorem duty is disproportionately high as 
compared with the value of the goods themselves, the duty 
levied on the value of these articles may be refunded, provided 
that they are returned within six months from the date of 
clearance. Further regulations governing the repayment shall 
be fixed by the Customs Department. 

(5) In the case of goods which have been lying in free ware- 
houses or free harbours, and which have been treated, or re- 
packed, in such a manner that it is impossible to determine for 
certain whether they really coincide with the dvcuments pre- 
sented, the Customs may accept the importer’s statement under 
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oath as to the value, if the necessary purchase documents are 
produced ; in other cases, the selling price (including packing) 
from wholesaler to retailer on the day they are cleared, not in- 
cluding duty, must be taken as the basis. 

(6) If necessary, the Customs authorities may allow goods 
dutiabke ad valorem which are sold by public auction after 
arrival but before being cleared to be re-assessed for clearance 
according to the price they fetch at the auction, including fees 
and other expenses incurred by the purchaser, apart from the 
bidding at the auction. 

Article 8.—(1) In clearing goods on which the duty is payable 
in whole or in part according to their value, the importer shal] 
inake out a specification containing particulars of the kind, 
quantity, value, and date of purchase of the goods. 

(2) He shall also present to the Customs a duplicate of the 
invoice he has received, which must be dated and signed by the 
seller, and must either contain, or have attached to it, an exact 
specification of the consignment showing the date of purchase, 
terms of payment, and other conditions of the transaction. This 
duplicate invoice shall also contain a declaration signed by the 
importer to the effect that he is responsible for any false state- 
ments made in the invoice and for its correctness. 

The importer must present the bills of lading, railway con- 
signment note, insurance policy, ete., to substantiate the correct- 
ness of the declared value of the consignment in question. 

(3) In so far as the goods are not intended for ultimate sale 
in Denmark, or are imported for branch houses, agents, or com- 
mission agents and the like of firms or manufacturers abroad, 
the duplicate invoice must contain a declaration from the person 
for whose account the goods have been sent to Denmark regard- 
ing the export selling price on the date of sale for such goods 
in the country from which they came. 

(4) For the purpose of checking the value declared the Customs 
officer may inspect the books, accounts, correspondence, and 
other papers, etc., relating to the consignment. 

Article 9.—(1) Should the Customs discover any disagreement 
between the value declared or confirmed in one of the above 
mentioned ways and the dutiable value according to Article 7, 
thev shall make the necessary correction, or, if the question at 
issue does not depend on an interpretation of the assessment 
rules, shall increase the declared value by the amount he con- 
siders proper. In the latter case the importer, if he disagrees 
with the value fixed by the Customs, may ask for the value to 
be determined by an adjudication to be initiated on the request 
of the Customs by the chief authority at the place of clearance, 
and to be carried out by experts nominated by the chief autho- 
rity, in the presence of the Customs and of the Importer. The 
duty in such cases is to be levied on the value determined by 
the adjudication, on the basis of the rules in Article 7. If the 
value cannot be established according to such rules it is to be 
determined according to the current import price including the 
value of packing and expenses of transport, insurance, etc., for 
goods of the kind in question at the time of clearance. The 
importer must submit to the Custom House a written request 
for adjudication before the goods have left Customs control. 
The costs of assessment are borne by the importer if on assess- 
ment the value is found to be at least 10 per cent. higher than 
the declared value; in other circumstances by the State. 

(2) If it appears, at the time of Customs examination or later, 
that the information supplied by the importer or the documents 
supplied by him for the purpose of determining and certifymg 
the value are incorrect, or if the importer does not produce the 
documents specified in Article 8, the Customs are authorised, if 
they cannot themselves fix the value, to institute at the im- 
porter’s cost an adjudication under the rules of this Article, to 
determine the value of the goods. 

Article 10.—In so far as the importer is not in a position to 
present the papers mentioned in Article 8 when the goods are 
being cleared, or if the invoice does not contain all the necessary 
particulars, he may be allowed a certain time after clearance 
within which to produce such documents or corrected ones, but 
may take delivery of the goods on giving the necessary 
guarantee. 

Article 11.—(1) Should the importer not present the docu- 
ments mentioned in Article &, or should the duplicate mvoice 
not be made out in the manner prescribed in that Article, or 
should it not contain all the particulars required, duty shall be 
levied on the value determined increased by 25 per cent. 

(2) The provision of the preceding clause shall not apply to 
goods which are not actual merchandise, nor to those which are 
in such a damaged condition that after being inspected they 
cannot be regarded as good merchandise. 

Article 12.—(1) False statements regarding goods dutiable ad 
valorem will involve the application of a fine of 15 times the 
amount of duty of which the State has been, or might have 
Leen, deprived owing to the false statement. 

(2) Should an importer present obviously false invoices, bills 
of lading, and such like to prove the value stated by him, he 
may be liable to a fine not exceeding 20,000 kr., in addition to 
the fine already mentioned, or imprisonment, pursuant to Article 
25 of the General Civil Code, in so far as that Code does not 
provide for a heavier penalty. 


OTHER PROVISIONS OF THE LAW. 


Article 17 of the Law provides that the manufacture 1? 
Denmark of artificial silk may only take place under permit 
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from the Ministry of Finance and on payment of a tax of 
25 per cent. of the producers’ sale price. 

The rules for this purpose, and the necessary control 
Regulations, will be issued by the Ministry of Finance. 
Goods exported abroad are exempt from this tax. 

Article 18 authorises the Ministry of Finance, should 
circumstances make it desirable, to issue special Regula- 
tions regarding the import and export of spirits and 
spirituous beverages, furs, or other specially highly taxed 
wares. 

Other provisions of the measure relate to credit ware- 
housing, smuggling, etc. 





ECUADOR. 





REGULATION OF EXCHANGE: CONTROL 
OF EXPORTS. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Quito has forwarded copy of 
an Executive Decree, dated 10th June, and effective as 
from 12th of that month, which has been issued with a view 
to securing a more effective control of the rate of exchange 
in Ecuador. The Decree provides that national goods and 
products may be exported from Ecuador only in virtue of 
an export permit obtainable from the Customs authorities 
on the surrender to the Customs Collector of drafts on 
foreign markets amounting to 70 per cent. of the value 
of the goods which it is desired to export. Foreign dratts 
thus surrendered are to be paid for by the Collector of 
Customs at the rate of exchange fixed by the Executive 
Decree of 24th November last, i.e., it is not to exceed 
3 sucres 60 centavos per dollar, United States gold—see 
pages 130-1 of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal’”’ for 2nd 
February last. 

Delivery of bills of lading and insurance policies is re- 
quired as a guarantee of the drafts collected under this 
arrangement. The Customs authorities are to deliver the 
drafts to authorised banks, their branches and agencies, 
who, in turn, will re-sell them to merchants having obliga- 
tions to meet abroad. 

Article 3 of the Decree provides that Customs duties are 
to continue to be collected in the form of drafts.

In order to avoid a detailed examination of goods the 
Customs declaration must indicate the quality of the 
material according to the classification of the present 
Tariff, as well as the number, length and width of the 
pieces of each quality. 

When the width is shown to the nearest inch, the average 
will be taken as basis for calculation. 

Remnants, embroidered materials, mixed with silk or 
artificial silk, tulles, and furnishing fabrics, either imita- 
tion or imitation gobelins, or other kinds, with the excep- 
tion of prints, are not included in the present Tariff. 

The tare allowance for bales remains fixed at 3 per cent.

FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


IMPORT PROHIBITION ON PEARLS AND 
PRECIOUS STONES WITHDRAWN. 

In virtue of a French Presidential Decree, dated 10th 
August and effective as from 22nd August (i.e., the date of 
publication in the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’), the prohi- 
bition on the importation into France of fine pearls (Tariff 
No. 57), precious stones (pierres gemmes), and scientific 
stones, cut (Tariff No. ex 175 ter), has been withdrawn. 
Such pearls and stones may, therefore, now be importeG 
into France without licence. 


FRENCH COLONIES. 


EXPORT PROHIBITION ON URANIUM 
ORE RE-IMPOSED. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? for 26th August contains 
u Presidential Decree, dated 6th August, which prohibits, 
as from the former date, the exportation from French 
Colonies and Protectorates: other than Tunis and Morocco 
of uranium ore (pechblende)—ex No. 233 of the French 
Customs Tariff—to destinations other than France and 
French Colonies and Protectorates. Exceptions from this 
prohibition may be accorded by the Minister for the 
Colonies. 

















GERMANY. 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The ** Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ”’ for 25th August con- 
tains a Proclamation, dated 24th August, which increases 
to 21,900 per cent., for the period 30th August to 5th 
September, the surtax or ‘‘ agio ”’ levied when the “ gold ” 
duties of the German Customs Tariff are paid in paper 
currency.

GERMANY—POLAND. 


TARIFF PROVISIONS OF CONVENTION 
RELATIVE TO UPPER SILESIA. 

The Convention between Germany and Poland relative to 
Upper Silesia, which was signed at Geneva on 15th May 
last, and came into force on 15th June, contains provisions 
regulating the Customs regime in the plebiscite territory. 
The Customs frontier between Germany and _ Poland 
is to coincide with the new _ political frontier and 
the German and Polish Customs Laws and Tariffs are to 
apply to the parts of the Territory assigned to Germany and 
Poland respectively, subject to the exceptions provided for 
by the Convention. 

Among these exceptions, the following provisions of the 
Convention may be noted :— 

For a period of six months, goods coming from other 
countries to the plebiscite territory on which import duties 
were paid at the Polish or German frontier before 1st 
November, 1921, may pass the new frontier without further 
payment. 

For a period of fifteen years natural products originating 
in and coming from one of the two parts of the plebiscite 
territory and destined for consumption or use in the other 
part may pass the frontier free of import or export duty. 

Raw, semi-raw, or semi-manufactured products coming 
from the factories, etc., of one of the two parts of the 
plebiscite territory and destined to be used or transformed 
in the factories of the other part may pass the frontier free 
of import or export duty during a_ period of six 
months. A similar exemption is to be enjoyed’ by 
such products during a_ period of fifteen years if, 
after transformation, the products are to be re-imported 
into the country of origin. If products admitted tempor- 
arily to undergo a process of transformation should be 
goods the importation or exportation of which is prohibited, 
the Contracting Parties are to grant the necessary licences. 

In accordance with Article 268 of the Treaty of Versaillee 
natural and manufactured products originating in and 
coming from the Polish part of the plebiscite territory are 
to be admitted into German territory duty-free during a 
period of three years. 

The Contracting Parties agree, subject to certain condi- 
tions, to facilitate, during a period of fifteen years, the ex- 
portation from their respective territories of products 
which are indispensable for the industry of one or other 
part of the plebiscite territory.

GREECE. 


MODIFICATION OF IMPORT DUTIES: 
DATE OF OPERATION OF IMPORT 
PROHIBITIONS. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Athens reports, by telegraph, 
that the Greek measure to increase the Customs duties on 
certain kinds of goods imported into Greece and to prohibit 
the importation of certain so-called ‘‘ luxury ”’ articles for a 
period of six months, referred to in previous notices in this 
‘* Journal,’ has been published as Law No. 2960 in the 
Greek ‘‘ Government Gazette’? of 3rd/1l6th August. 
The import prohibitions on ‘ luxury ”’ goods, provided for 
by Article 5 of the Law, are to become operative ten days 

atter the date of publication, i.e., on 13th/26th August. 

It is presumed that the list of ‘‘ luxury ”’ goods covered 
by Article 5 of the Law is the same as that given in the 
issue of the ‘ Journal’”’ for 7th July, but should any 
amendments have been made in that list, or in the new 
Customs duties provided for by the Law, further particulars 
will be published as soon as the text of the measure is 
received in the Board of Trade. 


JAPAN (SOUTH SEA ISLANDS). 
CUSTOMS REGIME. 


H.M. Ambassador at Tokio reports that a series of enact- 
ments, effective as from Ist June, 1922, places the South 
Sea Islands on the same footing as Japan and the Japanese 
Dominions in respect of Customs duties, Customs procedure, 
and tonnage dues. 

Under Law No. 50 of 1922 goods imported into the 
South Sea Islands from Japan, Korea, Formosa, or Sak- 
halin are exempt from import duties, and the import pro- 
cedure laid down in the Customs Law, and goods exported 
from the South Sea Islands to Japan, Korea, etc., are 
exempt from Customs duties and procedure. Ships trading 
between Japan, Korea, etc., and the South Sea Islands are 
not treated as foreign-going ships, and are exempt from the 
operation of the Tonnage Dues Law. 

An Imperial Ordinance, No. 296 of 1922, establishes a 
system of export duties on certain goods exported from the 
South Sea Islands to Japan, Formosa, Korea, and Sakha- 
lin, in order to counterbalance the advantage which such 
goods would enjoy in the Japanese Dominions over Japanese 
goods which are subject to the Japanese consumption tax. 

An Imperial Ordinance, No. 295 of 1922, provides that 
goods imported into the South Sea Islands from countries 
other than Japan, Korea, Formosa, and Sakhalin are to 
pay duty according to the Japanese Tariff and Customs 
Regulations. The places to be made open ports in the 
South Sea islands, and the articles to be exported from or 
imported at the open ports, shall be determined by the 
Governor of the South Sea Islands. 


LITHUANIA. 
EXPORT DUTIES. 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that the export duties on 
certain timber and timber products have been increased as 
from 20th August. Customs duties are now required to be 
paid either in dollars, or in ‘‘ litas ’’ (equal in value to one- 
tenth of a dollar), which are to be the new coins in the 
Lithuanian currency. Until the new currency comes into 
circulation Customs duties may, however, be paid either 
in Ost or German marks, but will be assessed in ‘‘ litas.”’ 
The rate of exchange from ‘ litas ’’ into marks will be pub- 
lished periodically by the Minister of Finance, and the rate 
from 20th August has been fixed at 125 marks per ‘ litas.”’

NORWAY. 


SUSPENSION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
GRAIN AND FLOUR. 

H.M. Minister at Christiania reports that in virtue of a 
Royal Resolution, dated 14th July, the import duty on 
cereals and flour (other than malt and rice and rice flour), 
and on the sacks in which such cereals and flour are packed, 
has been suspended for the period Ist July, 1922, to 30th 
June, 1923. 
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Imports of wheat and wheat flour which are held in stock 
after the expiry of the above period will be subject to duty 
if the stock is in excess of 10,000 kilogs. (in the case of 
wheat) or of 5,000 kilogs. (in the case of wheat flour), 


ROUMANIA. 
MEASURES AFFECTING EXPORT. 


With a view to ensuring adequate supplies for internal 
needs, the Roumanian Minister of Industry and Commerce 
has recently issued further measures regarding the export 
of live stock. Export authorisations for horned cattle, pigs, 
and sheep are now accorded only to those applicants who 
deposit with the authorities a pregcribed sum in respect of 
each animal which it is desired to export. This deposit is 
returned within a period of 30 days from the grant of the 
export authorisation upon production of evidence that the 
required quota for home consumption has been furnished. 
In the case of pigs, for each animal permitted to be ex- 
ported one animal of equal weight and quality must be 
held available for home consumption. 

Under a Ministerial Decision, dated 3lst July, bran may 
be exported from the country subject to the reservation of 
a quota of 50 per cent. for internal consumption. Oilcakes 
made from linseed, hempseed, rapeseed, all kinds of sun- 
flower and mustard seed may be exported under a special 
authorisation provided that a similar quota is reserved for 
home consumption at a fixed price, and that the commis- 
sion tax of 500 lei per wagon is paid. The residues remain- 
ing after extraction of the oil may be exported freely on 
payment of the usual export taxes. 

The export taxes indicated below are fixed at the rates 
shown by a Royal Decree, dated 27th July :—

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


TARIFF REVISION BILL PASSED BY 
SENATE. 

The Bill for the revision of the United States Customs 
Tariff has now been passed by the Senate, and will now go 
before a joint Conference of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives for consideration of the amendments made 
by the Senate in the Bill sent forward by the House ot 
Representatives. 

A copy of the Bill in the form in which it passed the 
Senate has not yet been received. Information has, how- 
ever, been published in recent issues of this ‘‘ Journal 5 
regarding the amendments made by the Senate in the Bill 
as submitted to that body by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. Certain further information is given below as to 
the amendments made during the discussions _of the 
measure in the week ending 12th August, and H.M. 
Ambassador at Washington has reported by telegraph that 
among the more important provisions subsequently agreed 
to have been the restoration of the original higher rates 
recommended by the Senate Committee for cotton yarns, 
the introduction of a Section establishing foreign trade 
zones; the imposition of increased duties on dyes; and the 
reduction of the proposed duty on salt to 7 cents per 100 Ib. 

The following are the amendments made by the Senate, 
during the week ending 12th August, in the Bill in the 
form in which it was reported to the Senate by the Senate 
Finance Committee :—

Par. 1432.—Bags, baskets, belts, satchels, ecard cases, pocket 
books, jewel boxes, portfolios, and other boxes and cases, not 
jewellery, wholly or in chief value of leather or parchment, and 
moccasins, and manufactures of leather, raw hide, or parch- 
ment, or of which leather, raw hide, or parchment is the com- 
ponent material of chief value, not specially provided for.— 
Duty reduced to 30 per cent. ad valorem; any of the foregoing 
permanently fitted and furnished with travelling, bottle, dirink- 
ing, dining, or luncheon, sewing, manicure or similar sets.— 
Duty reduced to 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

Par. 1433.—Gloves made wholly or in chief value of leather, 
etc.—The second proviso now reads: Provided further, that all 
the foregoing shall pay a duty of not less than 50 nor more than 
70 per cent. ad valorem. 

The following clause is added to the end of the paragraph : 
Gloves made wholly or in chief value of leather made from 
horsehide or pigskin, whether wholly or partly manufactured, 
25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Free List. 

Add the following paragraphs :— 

Par. 1573a.—Gloves made wholly or in chief value of leather 
made from hides of cattle of the bovine species. 

Par. 1601.—Boots and shoes made wholly or in chief value of 
leather. 

Par. 1635 now reads :—Potassium chloride or muriate of 
potash, potassium sulphate, kainite, wood ashes, and beet-root 
ashes, and all crude potash salts not specially provided for. 

Ex Tirie Ilt.—SrecitaL PRovISsIONS. 

The following Sections are amended to read as follows :— 

Section 315 (a).—That in order to regulate the foreign com- 
merce of the United States and to put into force and effect the 
policy of the Congress by this Act intended, whenever the Pre- 
sident, upon investigation of the differences in costs of produc- 
tion of articles wholly or in part the growth cr product of the 
United States and of like or similar articles wholly or in part the 
growth or product of competing foreign countries, shall find 
it thereby shown that the duties fixed in this Act do not equalise 
the said differences in costs of production, he shall, by such 
investigation, ascertain said differences and determine and pro- 
claim the changes in classifications or increases or decreases in 
any rate of duty provided in this Act shown by said ascertained 
differences in such costs of production necessary to equalise 
the same. Sixty days after the date of such proclamation such 
changes in classification shall take effect and such increased 
or decreased duties shall be levied, collected, and paid on such 
merchandise when imported from any _ foreign  countiy 
into the United States, or any of its possessions (except the 
Philippine Islands, the Virgin Islands, and the Islands of Guam 
and Tutuila) : Provided, That the total increase or decrease of 
such rates of duty shall not exceed 50 per cent. of the rates 
specified in Title 1 of this Act, or in any amendatory Act. 

(6) That in order to regulate the foreign commerce of the 
United States and to put into force and effect the policy of the 
Congress by this Act intended, whenever the President, upon 
investigation of the differences in costs of production of pro- 
ducts provided for in paragraphs 25 or 26 of Title 1 of this Act 
wholly or in part the product of the United States and of like or 
similar articles wholly or in part the product of foreign coun- 
tes, shall find it thereby shown that the duties prescribed in 
this Act do not equalise said differences and shall further find 
it thereby shown that the said differences cannot be equalised 
by proceeding under the provisions of sub-division (a) of this 
Section, he shall make such findings public, together with a 
description of the products to which they apply in such detail 
as May be necessary for the guidance of appraising officers. 
In such cases and upon the proclamation by the President be- 
coming effective the ad valorem duty or duty based in whole or 
in part upon the value of the imported article in the country of 
éxportation shall thereafter be based upon the American selling 
Price, as defined in sub-division (f) of Section 402 of this Act, 
of any similar competitive product manufactured or produced in 
the United States embraced within the class or kind of imported 
products upon which the President has made a proclamation 
under sub-division (b) of this Section. 

Phat the ad valorem rate or rates of duty based upon such 
American selling price shall be the rate found upon said investi- 
sation by the President to be shown by the said differences in 
costs of production necessary to equalise such differences, but 
no such rate shall be decreased or increased more than 50 per 
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cent. of the rate specified in Title I. of this Act upon such pro- 
duct. Such rate or rates of duty shall become effective sixty 
days after the date of the said proclamation of the President, 
whereupon the duties so estimated and provided shall be levied, 
collected, and paid upon such product when imported from any 
foreign country into the United States, or into any of its posses- 
sions (except the Philippine Islands, the Virgin Islands, and the 
Islands of Guam and Tutuila). If there is any imported pro- 
duct within the class or kind of products, upon which the Presi- 
dent has made public a finding, for which there is no similar 
competitive product manufactured or produced in the United 
States, the value of such imported product shall be determined 
under the provisions of paragraphs (1), (2), and (3) of sub-divi- 
sion (a) of Section 402 of this Act. , 

(c) That in ascertaining the differences in costs of production, 
under the provisions of sub-divisions (a) and (6) of this Section, 
the President, in so far as he finds it practicable, shall take into 
consideration (1) the differences in costs of production, includ- 
ing wages, costs of material, and other items in costs of pro- 
duction of such or similar merchandise in the United States and 
in competing foreign countries; (2) the differences in the whole- 
sale selling prices of domestic and foreign merchandise in the 
principal markets of the United States; (3) the advantages 
granted to a foreign producer by a foreign Government, or by a 
person, partnership, corporation, or association in a foreign 
country; and (4) any other advantages or disadvantages in com- 
petition. Investigations to assist the President in ascertaining 
differences in costs of production under this Section shall be 
made by the United States Tariff Commission, and no proclama- 
tion shall be issued under this Section until such investigation 
shall have been made. The Commission shall give reasonable 
public notice of its hearings and shall give reasonable oppor- 
tunity to parties interested to be present, to produce evid- 
ence and to be heard. Said hearings shall be public. Subject 
to the foregoing, the Commission is authorised to adopt such 
reasonable procedure, rules and regulations, as it may deem 
necessary. The Commission shall prepare its findings in the 
case of each proceeding under this Section, and the President 
shall make such findings, hearings, and testimony public as 
soon as practicable after the issuance of a proclamation under 
the provisions of this section. 

The President, proceeding as hereinbefore provided for in 
proclaiming rates of duty, shall when he determines that it is 
shown that the differences in costs of production have changed 
or no longer exist which led to such proclamation, according as 
so shown, modify, or terminate the same. Nothing in this Sec- 
tion shall be construed to authorise a transfer of an article 
from the dutiable list to the free list or from the free list to the 
dutiable list, nor a change in form of duty. Whenever it is 
provided in any paragraph of Title 1 of this Act that the duty 
or duties shall not exceed a specified ad valorem rate upon the 
merchandise provided for in such paragraph, no rate determined 
under the provision of this Section upon such merchandise shall 
exceed the maximum ad valorem rate so specified. 

(d@) For the purpose of this Section any coal-tar product pro- 
vided for in paragraphs 25 or 26 of Title 1 of this Act shall be 
considered similar to or competitive with any imported coal-tar 
product which accomplishes results substantially equal to those 
accomplished by the domestic product when used in substan- 
tially the same manner. 

(e) The President is authorised to make all needful rules and 
regulations for carrying out the provisions of this Section. 

(7) The Secretary of the Treasury is authorised to make such 
rules and regulations as he may deem necessary for the entry 
and declaration of imported products of the class or kind upon 
which the President has made a Proclamation under the provi- 
sions of sub-division (6) of this Section and for the form of 
invoice required at time of entry. 

The provisions of this Section shall continue in effect 
and force until Ist July, 1924, and thereafter no duties shall be 
changed except by authority of Congress. 


Section 316, relating to unfair methods of competition and 
unfair acts in the importation of merchandise into the United 
States, or in its sale by the owner, importer, consignee, or agent 
of either, the effect or tendency of which is to destroy or sub- 
stantially injure an industry, efficiently and economically oper- 
ated, in the United States, or to prevent the establishment of 
such an industry, or to restrain or monopolise trade and com- 
merce in the United States : 

In paragraphs (6) to (d) ‘‘ the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion ’’ 1s mentioned as the body to make investigations, ete., in 
this connection. 

Paragraphs (e) and (f) are slightly amended 
follows :— 

(e) That whenever the existence of any such unfair method or 
act shall be established to the satisfaction of the President he 
shall determine the rate of additional duty, not exceeding 50 nor 
less than 10 per cent. of the value of such merchandise as de- 
fined in Section 402 of Title IV. of this Act, which will offset 
such method or act, and which is hereby imposed upon mer- 
chandise imported in violation of this Act, or, in what he shall 
be satisfied and find are extreme cases of unfair methods or 
acts as aforesaid, he shall direct. that such merchandise as he 
shall deem the interests of the United States shall require, im- 
ported by any person violating the provisions of this Act, shall 
be excluded from entry into the United States, and upon 
information of such action by the President the Secretary of 
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the Treasury shall, through the proper officers, assess such addi- 
tional duties or refuse such entry; and that the findings of the 
President shall be conclusive, unless within ten days thereafter 
he shall revoke or modify the same, in which case such revoca- 
tion or modification shall be conclusive. 

(f) That whenever the President has reason to believe that 
any merchandise is offered or sought to be offered for entry into 
the United States in violation of this Section but has not in- 
formation sufficient to satisfy him thereof, the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall, upon his request in writing, forbid entry thereof 
until such investigation as the President may deem necessary 
shall be completed : Provided, That the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury may permit entry under bond upon such conditions and 
penalties as he may deem adequate. 

Section 317.—Paragraph (6) of this Section, in its amended 
form, provides : 

That the President shall by proclamation specify and declare 
new or additional duties as hereinafter provided upon the pro- 
ducts of any foreign country whenever he shall find as a fact 
that such country— 

Imposes, directly or indirectly, upon the disposition in or 
transportation in transit through or re-exportation from such 
country of any product of the United States any unreason- 
able charge, exaction, regulation, or limitation which is not 
equally enforced upon the like products of any foreign country ; 

Discriminates against the commerce of the United States, 
directly or indirectly, by Law or administrative regulation or 
practice, by or in respect to any Customs, tonnage, or port 
duty, fee, charge, exaction, classification, regulation, condition, 
restriction, or prohibition, in such manner as to place the 
commerce of the United States at a disadvantage compared 
with the commerce of any foreign country. 

Paragraph (fh) of this Section, as amended, specifies the 
United States Tariff Commission as the body whose duty it will 
be to ascertain and at all times to be informed whether any of 
the discriminations against the commerce of the United States 
enumerated in sub-sections (4), (c), and (f) of this Section are 
practised by any country; and to bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the President, together with recommendations, if and 
when such discriminatory acts are disclosed. 

The following new Section is inserted :— 

Section 317a.—(a) That in order that the President and the 
Congress may secure information and assistance it shall be the 
duty of the United States Tariff Commission, in addition to 
the duties now imposed upon it by Law, to— 

(1) Ascertain conversion costs and costs of production in the 
principal growing, producing, or manufacturing centres of the 
United States of articles of the United States, whenever in the 
opinion of the Commission it is practicable ; 

(2) Ascertain conversion costs and costs of production in the 
principal growing, producing, or manufacturing centres of 
foreign countries of articles imported into the United States, 
whenever in the opinion of the Commission such conversion 
costs or costs of production are necessary for comparison with 
conversion costs or costs of production in the United States and 
can be reasonably ascertained ; 

(3) Select and describe articles which are representative of 
the classes or kinds of articles imported into the United States 
and which are similar to. or comparable with articles of the 
United States; select and describe articles of the United States 
similar to or comparable with such imported articles; and obtain 
and file samples of articles so selected, whenever the Commis- 
sion deems it advisable; 

(4) Ascertain import costs of 
selected. 

(5) Ascertain the growers’, producers’, or manufacturers’ sell- 
ing prices in the principal growing, producing or manufacturing 
centres of the United States of the articles of the United States 
so selected; and 

(6) Ascertain all other facts which will show the difference in 
or which affect competition between articles of the United States 
and imported articles in the principal markets of the United 
States. 

(4) When used in this Section— 

The term “ article ’’ includes any commodity, whether grown, 
produced, fabricated, manipulated, or manufactured. 

The term ‘‘ import cost ’’ means the price at which an article 
is freely offered for sale in the ordinary course of trade in the 
usual wholesale quantities for exportation to the United States 
plus, when not included in such price, all necessary expenses, 
exclusive of Customs duties, of bringing such imported article 
to the United States. 

(c) In carrying out the provisions of this Section the Commis- 
sion shall possess all the powers and privileges conferred upon 
it by the provisions of Title VII. of the Revenue Act of 1916, 
and in addition it is authorised, in order to ascertain any facts 
required by this Section, to require any importer and any 
American grower, producer, manufacturer, or seller to file with 
the Commission a statement, under oath, giving his selling 
prices in the United States of any article imported, grown, pro- 
duced, fabricated, manipulated, or manufactured by him. 

(d@) The Commission is authorised to establish and maintain 
an office at the port of New York for the purpose of directing 
or carrying on any investigation, receiving, and compiling 
statistics, selecting, describing, and filing samples of articles, 


such representative articles 


and performing any of the duties or exercising any of the 


powers imposed upon it by Law. 
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(e) The United States Tariff Commission is authorised to 
adopt an official seal which shall be judicially noticed. 

(7) The second paragraph of Section 706 of the Revenue Act 
of 1916 is amended to read as follows :— 

Such attendance of witnesses and the production of such 
documentary evidence may be required from any place in the 
United States at any designated place of hearing. And in ease 
of disobedience to a subpoena the Commission may invoke the 
aid of any district or territorial court in the United States op 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, in requiring the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 
documentary evidence, and such court within the jurisdiction of 
which such enquiry is carried on may, in case of contumacy or 
refusal to obey a subpoena issued to any corporation or other 
person, issue an order requiring such corporation or other person 
to appear before the Commission, or to produce documentary 
evidence if so ordered or to give evidence touching the matter 
in question ; and any failure to obey such order of the court may 
be punished by such court as a contempt thereof. ,
